scale of not less than twenty feot to the inoh, and 
auoh plan must show the wholo of the proposed 
draing with their proposed sizes figured thereon, 
and a section or seotions showing the proposed 
falls or inclinstion and drawn to the same scale 
and 09 vertical scalo of riot less thon ten foot to 
the ingh..
